VARSITY FOOTBALL 


Things never quite got oft the ground tor 
the 1965 Jefferson football squad. Injuries 
to key players and the consequent lack of 
sustained offensive power led to a 0-10 season. 

There were some bright moments when Jef- 
ferson looked like the team of old against 
Falls Church, as it twice threatened to score 
late in the fourth period, only to lose a heart- 
breaker, 7 to 6.
